COLONEL j OSEPH w. DWYER. 


COLONEL JOE DWYER'S FRIENDS 


Were Among 
1 His Last Thoughts 


and He Planned to See Them. 


HE KNEW HE COULD NOT WALK 


When He Came to This Place But Said He ; 


Could Ride—Last Days of the Distin- 


f uisned Coshoctonian. 


Colonel Joseph W. Dwyer, one of 


the most distinguished men Coshocton 
county has sent out in the ' world to 
win fame and fortune, died at Short. 
Hills, N.J., at 2:46 o'clock Monday mor-1 
ning. His bride of a little more than a ' 
year was at his bedside when his heart 
suddenly ceased to perform its func- 
tions. The remains will be interred 
at Baton N. M. 


Coshocton was astounded Tuesday 


afternoon when 
the news became 


known, and many persons refused to j 
believe it. No telegram had come' 
from the little town so far away from 
his. western home, and relatives in the 
city were in ignorence as. to his phjs- j 
ical condition. All doubt was dispelled 
this morning wheu Mrs. Lynde, .Mrs I 
Dwyer's cousin, received a letter from , 
the sorrowing widow. 


The letter was written Monday, 


and says they had been at Short Hills 
for ten days. 
Three days before his 


death Colonel Dwyer became ill with 
bronchitis and 
asthma. He was 


very ill, but was given every atten- 
tion by Doctor Wellington Campbell, 
his cousin; and the physician's sisters. 
A male nurse was also in attendance 
at night, and Mrs. Dwyer was with j 
him.,during the day. His death was', 
not expected and is attributed to heart 
failure. .' 


The day before his death Colonel 


Dwyer sat up and talked a great deal 
about 
Coshocton. 
Among 
other 


things he said, "When! get to Co- 
shocton I won't be able to walk 
around to see my 
friends, but I 


can ride." He had planned so much 
for his visit here, and expected to 
come Saturday of this week. 
The 
'• 


memory of old associations tilled that 
great brain and heart at all times, 
and he loved to come to Coshocton 
and as he said on his last visit here he 
always enjoyed every minute of the 
time. 


Doctor Campbell accompanied Mrs. 


Dwyer and the body to Newark, N. 
J., and the long journey to Baton, N. 
M., was commenced over the Penn- 
sylvania, by way of Chicago. 
If 


they passed through Coshocton it 
was this morning at 
4:39 o'clock 


but no information on that point is at 
present obtainable. Colonel Dwyer 
will be buried by the side of his first 
wife, Emma, in Baton where he is 
known and honored as one of the 
leading men of the territory. 


Colonel Dwyer was born in Coshoc- 


ton, Oct. 6, 1832,and Oct. 21,1858, was 
united in marriage with Miss Emma, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. John Si. Ti- 
tus, of which union one child, David 
6. Dwyer, is still living. Years after 
the death of Mrs. Dwyer he renewed 
an old acquaintance of his youth 
and January 29, 1900, a wedding 
was solemnized at Anscortes, Wash- 
ington, the bride being Mrs. Marcla 
Medbery 
Dsnman. 
She was tbe 


daughter of Arnold Medbery, years 
ago the merchant prince of this sec- 
tion and a capitalist of wide reputv 
tton. They Itvsd very happily to- 
swtbsr, and the raMtn and tragic

His was a nature that knew net mal- 
ce, the sweetness of his disposition 
even under adverse circumstances 
standing out among the best parts ot 
a character that was strong to its 
lightest detail. His death is a severe 
blow to his friends, a personal loss 
hat Is severely felt. And through the 
years that are to come they will often 
urn with pleasure to the time when 
oe Dwyer, light hearted and compan- 
onable, was their best and truest 
riend.

For ten years, beginning in 1856, 


Colonel Dwyer owned and edited the 
COSHOCTON AGE, and did it very well. 
President Lincoln in 1861 made him 
postmaster of Cosbocton, but he de- 
clined the honor, and the same month 
was appointed a clerk in the treasury 
department. He was assistant pri- 
vate secretry to Secretary Chase, and 
subsequently was promoted 
to be 


chief in charge of the commissary ac- 
counts. This office was resigned in 
order that.be might become pension 
agent in Columbus. He was first to 
occupy the position, and organized the 
new office. This service he ended in 
1869 
with highest praise from the 


department 
when he was made 


supervisor of internal revenue for 
Ohio and Indiana with headquarters 
in Coshocton. He resigned the posi- 
tion in 1872 when the commissioner, 
Hon. John W. Douglass accepted it in 
these words: "I regret that you feel 
compelled to take this step, not only 
on account of the pleasant personal 
relations which do now and ev«r have 
existed between us but chiefly be- 
cause the government is about to lose 
the services of an intelligent, courage- 
ous and incorruptable officer." 


Colonel Dwyer was immediately ap- 


pointed a member of the board of 
commissioners created for the pur- 
pose of inspecting and accepting for 
the government the Central Pacific 
railroad. In company with his asso- 
ciates he made a minute inspection of 
the road, and the report was accepted 
as final by the government. 


This ended his official service, but 


he was in the prime of life, strong in 
mind and body, and he could not long 
remain idle. He became identified 
with 
the 
Atlantic 
and Pacific 


railroad 
and was 
its 
Washing- 


ton 
agent. 
He 
endeavored 
to 


have congress 
jrganize Oklahoma 


and open it up to settlement and civ- 
ilization. Two hundred members of 
congress accepted his invitation to 
visit the section in question, and the 
notable visit was extended to Galves- 
ton and New Orleans. Nothing came 
of the organization of the territory at 
that time, but the building of the 
jetties below New Orleans was an out- 
come of the visit. 


Colonel Dwyer became interested in 


agriculture and stock raising, and 
while 
pension agent 
published, 


the 
Fanner's Chronicle. 
He was 


active in any movement for the bet- 
terment of the farmer, and was one 
of the promoters ot the Patrons of 
Husbandry. Seeing the advantages 
of stock raising in the west he went 
to Raton, N. M., where in company 
with John S. Delano, ot Denver, he 
was eminently successful. 
As years 


crowded one upon another his wealth 
and power increased until at the 
time of his death he was numbered 
among the most substantial and influ- 
ential men of the territory. 


Joe Dwyer was a man among men* 


Courteoas and genial he possessed 
that rare faculty of drawing men to 
him. Honest and upright in his deal- 
ings with the world he 
retained 


friends when once they were made. 
His splendid capacity for business 
combined with a thoroughly progres- 
sive spirit gave to him with ease that 
fortune which most men must strive 
to attain. Active until the end, he 
did not, however, forget that tbe ac-

The charter was taken out under

Selby, George M. Gray and F. E. Pom- 
erene. The New Jersey man is 1C. K. 
McLaren, representing the Corpora- 
tion Trust company of New Jersey. 


It is the purpose of the company to 


issue at present $450.000 of the stock, 
the exact amount of the paid up 
stock of the old Tuscarora and Stan- 
dard 
companies.

Of the 


stock that will be issued about $220,- 
000 will be preferred and $230,000 com- 
mon, the exact amounts of each not 
having been given out. All the papers 
are here, and a meeting of the inter- 
ested parties will be held this week to 
perfect the organization and|elect offi- 
cers.
